Paris, to recover .<!."., iii)i> which he 
alleges lie fiaid to .Mr. I'.rent iin a 
wager (■on<'erniiig the iirice i)f lilue- 
grass Keed, Mr, Scobee aets out that 
the spring and summer of 1911. he 
and Mr. Brent entered Into a wager 
or bet. In the form of oontracte. by 
which the plaintiff waa to sell :i 
large (|uantify of bluegrass seed to 
llreiit for .August delivery He .sets 
out that it was not expcited hy eitli- 
er party that the seed was to be de- 
livered, but the wager should be 
settled by the payment In money, 
the difference between the price 
mentioned In the wager or purport- 
ed contract, and the^niarket price on 
August 1, U'll. 1" price 
went higher, Scobee to pay llrent 
the difference, and iu case it went 
lower. Brent to pay Scobee the dif- 
ference. 

The price of grass seed rapidly 

advanced. Scobee claiming that 
Itrent, .11 the time of the wager, hod 
entered into an illegal lonililiie with 
It. M. Ilutchcraft and ollieis to i on- 
trol the price of Ihe seed, and Sco 
bee. In settlement, paid Urent the 
sum of $6,000 caah and gave his 
promissory note for 16,000, which 
$1 1,000 constituted the difference in 
the market pilce and ' Ihe price 
named in the allegeil ua^ier. 

Scobee avers the money was paid 
on a wager aud the purported con- 
tract Is void under the law. He says 
Brent knew no seed^waa to be de- 
livered by him, and at the time of 
the purported contract Itrent and 
his associntes had |)ractically full 
control of the liliiei;ras.s market.

The dlstiagnlahing fact about the 
new cigarette law, whiah baeame ef- 
fective Wednesday, iW» It, to 
it can be enforced. Ab g ■nhitllbte 

for the 1 hiiiisy and seiiil comatose 
net under which the minors in Ken- 
tucky have been |)eacefully smoklnR, 
and dealera have been peacefully 
aalling tham, tbto naw bni to apt to 
create a stir. It to aharp and dras- 
tic, carry Ing Its own program of ac- 
tion, and Ihe public, aa Well aa the 
courts, are resiionsible for Its en- 
forcement. 

The act provides that It sliall be 
aniawfnl for any person, iirm o.^ 
e orpo mt lan, to fumtoh any person 
under tba aga of elghtaaa years with 
cigarettes, or the "makln'a." The 
dealer Is thereby included la the first 
senleiice miiiI he remains included 
until the last. II Is also unlawful 
for anv person under the aije of 
eighteen to smoke or to have smok- 
ing equipment around himself or his 
praailaaa. "Tha boy viotating this 
clanaa may ha fined 4S nntaas the 
court ramlta tha peaalty whan the 
offender diselosoa the namea of the 
person OI |iiar(4 supplying him wilh 
the cigarettes. 

The third clniise is the most un- 
dauai in the bill, for by it the i>o- 
llea, town marshal, sberllt, or his 
deputy, are required "on finding any 
paraon under the age of eighteen 
years to Immeillately Inquire of such 
person where ami of whom he ob- 
tained such cinaretle. ami upon fail- 
ure of any i.erson to >rive sin h in- 
formation when requested by such 
officer, tbe officer shall arrest sui h 
peraon aad take him before a Jus- 
tice or other ofltoer having jurisdic- 
tion." 

The law further states. In its own 
foneful fashion, that the case 
shall be taken before the graiiil .inry. 
and adds that any officer failing to 
do bis duty In the matter shall he 
nned. Fining the police for not see- 
ing! Seriously, too. And to make 
tilings more sure, it Rives the Jus- 
tii'es of the peace and police Judges 
com nrrenl jurisdiction with the 
circuit and criminal courts. 

In conclusion there is a linal 
aharp paragraph forbidding any per- 
aon to smoke cigarattea in any school 
while the chlldrea ara there. Extra 
finea - are provided for saeond and 
third offensea.
